Leavenworth  vie  re  sent  to  Camp  Callen  and  we 
arrived  here  at  1 a.m.  Sunday  after  a long  journey  beginning  on  the  31st.  The  camp  • 
is  located  on  the  Pacific  about  15  miles  north  of  San  Diego  and  covers  a large  area. 
This  is  supposed  to  be  the  start  of  the  rainy  season  here,  but  so  far  the  weather  has 
been  fine  and  cool  enough  at  night  for  excellent  sleeping.  In  addition  to  the  loca- 
tion, the  grass-  and  flowers  and  newness  of  the  camp  add  to  its  appearance.

Theoretically  , we  are  thru  at  5 p . m but  if  we  don’t  have  some  special  duty  we  have 
to  study,  clean  our  rifles-,  etc.  Although  I haven’t  been  here  very  long  yet,  it  is 
obvious  that  we  will  all  be  busy  boj^s.  In  addition,  most  of  us  in  this  battery;  will 
soon  start  taking  the  l&th  refresher  course  from  6-8  p.m.

The  emphasis  so  far  has  been  on 
infantry  drill,  of  course,  but  later 
we’ll  get.  a chance  to  shoot  the  A. A.  guns 
and  handle  the  lights.  Our  classes  on 
plane  identification  have  already  started 
so  we’ll  know  what  to  shoot  and  not  to 
shoot . 

Pete  Massaro.  Everyone  here  (Horth 
Africa)  talks  French,  kids,  women,  men, 
Arabs,  Moslems,  and  what  have  you.  Most 
speak  Spanish  also  but  when  you  speak  in  | 
Italian,  whether  it’s  because  they  are  * 
at  war  or  what , they  shut  up  and  shake 
their  heads.  But  Spanish  and  Italian 
are  very  much  alike  and  with  the  use  of 
a few  words  and  a lot  of  arm  waving  - 
you  know  I’m  good  at  that  - I have 
managed  so  far  to  get  along.  There  is  an 
abundance  of  fruit  here  such  as  oranges, 
tangerines,  dates,  nuts,  etc.  I’ve  eaten 
so  many  oranges  and  tangerines  that  the 
days  the  sun  doesn’t  shine,  all  I do  is 
walk  around  and  that  old  Vitamin  D just 
lights  up  the  whole  place. 

Another  thing  here  is  the  money.  We  are 
using  francs,  although  we  get  paid  Amer- 
ican loot.  It  is  almost  all  paper  with 
the  5-franc  note  being  the  smallest  and 
blossoming  out  to  20  Fr.  , 50  Fr.  , 100  Fr., 
500  Fr.,  1000  Fr.  , etc.  For  a buck  you 
get  75  Fr.  The  size  of  a 5 Fr.  note  is 
about  5”  x 3jj”.  The  20  Fr.  is  about  5"  x 
8”.  When  you  get  $10  exchanged  to  750  Fr. 
you  sure  have  a handful , pocketful , and 


barrelful  of  loot. 

There  is  one  thing  the  American  soldier 
doesn’t  like  about  this  part  of  the 
count ry,  especially  after  he  has  sobered  up 
up , and  that  is  the  wine.  I don’t  know- 
whet  her  water  is  scarce  or  not  but  every- 
body drinks  it.  You  can  get  red,  black, 
white,  Vermouth,  or  what  have  you  from 
about  6 Frs.  a bottle  to  whatever  they  can 
get  off  of  you  and  I’ve  seen  some  guys  get 
an  awful  rooking. 

The  one  thing  about  this  country  is  that 
the  people  think  we  are  all  Fords  or 
Rockefellers.  They  don’t  care  what  price 
they  put  for  an  article.  You  know  me, 
tho.  As  soon  as  they  quote  one  price  I’ve 
already  formed  my  own  and  then  the  dicker- 
ing and  bargaining  starts.  They  love  to 
bargain  and  9 out  of  10  times  if  you  per- 
sist, they  will  give  in.
